Treatment of the “New” 
Canadians 


In this column last week some 
comment was offered on recent spee- 
ches by Hon. T. A. Crerar, in which 
he deprecated the formation and en- 
couragement of distinctly class 
movements in Canada, and offered 
words of advice and warning to peo- 
ple generally, and the farmers in par- 
ticular, not to be led astray by new 
and untried men who were now es- 
pousing their cause since it had be- 
come popular and strong, but who 
held aloof from it in the days of 
stress and hard fighting when it was 
not so generally acclaimed. 

This week we would direct atten- 
tion to another notable speech, and 
one of equal timeliness, delivered by 
J. A. Maharg, president of the Sas- 
katchewan Grain Growers’ Associa- 
tion. Addressing a district Grain 
Growers’ convention at Regina, Mr. 
Maharg emphasized the importance 
of continuing the educational work 
of the association, and not neglect- 
ing it for the new political move- 
ment. The people had decided, he 
said to try out a new method of clec- 
tion, but the old educational cam- 
paign was still necessary and always 
would be to ensure the success of 
the new movement. Endorsing the 
views expressed by Mr. Crerar, the 
president of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers declared that if the new po- 
litical party should devclop into a 
class political organization, its use- 
fulness would soon cease. 
fore, the educational 


added: “Support was bcing obtained 
from among all classes, and that sup- 
port must continue to be merited in 
order to hold it.” 

The eagerness of those who had 
been active in the old political part- 
les to join the new movement was 
commented on by Mr. Maharg, who

Of particular timeliness, however, 
was Mr. Maharg’s reference to the 
foreigners, so-called, in Canada and 
the attitude which the British-born 
and English-speaking people should 
adopt toward them, and he spoke 
with special reference to 
Franchise Act, which is to be draft- 
ed and passed at the next session of 
Parliament, Pointing to the fact 
that the South African war was 
brought about on account of an un- 
jjust franchise, he declared that in 
Canada we must be careful that no 
grievance of that kind was allowed 
to becloud the name of the Domin- 
‘ion. He stated that there were ap- 
proximately two million “foreign- 
ers” in Canada, and that there were 
good and bad among them just as 
there were good and bad among the 
rest of us, and that while there had 
been reason to be critical of them 
in years past, the time had come 
when we would have to weld our- 
selves and all those who. had come 
to our shores from other countries 
into one homogeneous whole if we 
were to prosper as a nation. 
Discussing the national debt, Mr. 
| Maharg said it amounted to approxi- 
mately two billion dollars, and if, by 
Bape chance, legislation should be 


he said, only by developing our nat- 


ural resources that we could hope to” 


liquidate our indebtedness, and ~ we 
could not, therefore, afford to drive 
away the labor that would enable us 
to do so. In this connection refer- 
ence was made to railway extension 
work, for which large appropriations 
had been made, but which was retar- 
ded owing to lack of labor. “We 
need the foreigner who has come to 
make his home with us,” said Mr. 
Maharg, and it is our duty to edu- 
cate him in the exercise of the fran- 
chise, 

People, particularly in Western 
Canada, should remember that it is 
largely because of the presence of 
these settlers from foreign lands that 
our population has grown to such an 
extent that these Westefn-Provinces 
are now becoming a/politieal power 
at Ottawa through our increased re- 
presentation there, and\through that 
increased representation we should, 
in the very near future, obtain re- 
forms for which the West has long 
fought. 


It has been through the presence 
and labor of these people that thou- 
sands of miles of new railways have 
been built, that our coalmines are 
operated, that waterworks, sewer 
systems, pavements, and other mod- 
ern conveniences have been provided 
in our cities and towns, They have 
been of material assistance in carry- 
ing through our building operations, 
and have added enormously to the 
grain production of the prairie West. 
They are carrying their share of the 
burden of taxation from which this 
Western country is securing better 
roads and bridges, more schools, ru- 
ral telephones and other services, In 
a word, they are a mighty factor in 
the growth, development and pros- 
perity of the country. 

In our intercourse with them, and 
in all our public policies, we should 
treat them, not as aliens, but as Can- 
adians; instead of antagonizing them 
and so conducting ourselves towards 
them as to give them a real griev- 
ance, we should be kindly and con- 
siderate in our treatment, while at 
the same time firm in insisting upon 
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| them 


identifying themselves thor- 
oughly with our Canadian  institu- 
tions and adopting our national 
ideals. A policy of antagonism to- 
wards them, of rebuffs and disfran- 
chisements, will get us nowhere, 
They will merely widen the breech 
and postpone the day of complete as- 
similation. But sympathetic consid- 
eration and fair treatment will make 
them loyal Canadians, while their 
children will forget that they were 
ever anything but Canadians.

Turning Stock 
Ranch to Farms 


A Large Block of Alberta Land 
Changes Hands 
An Alberta land deal-involving the 
sum of approximately $330,000, has 
just been completed. This sum has 
been paid by several farmers from the 
eastern states for about 15,000 acres 
of land in the vicinity of Olds, about 
75 miles north of Calgary. 
This land has been used for the 
last twenty years for ranch and graz- 
ing purposes, but it is one of the signs 


of the agricultural development of 
Western Canada that the immense 
cattle and horse ranches of olden days 


are being gradually broken up and 
the land turned to the raising of grain 
and field crops in conjunction with 
livestock and poultry. 

It is understood that the new own- 
ers will start development work im- 
mediately and will convert the prop- 
erty into a mixed farm. The land al- 
ready cleared will be put into crop 
and the rest of the holdings will be 
cleared, Livestock will be raised ex- 
tensiyely, and if the racing game de- 
velops in Alberta it is probable that 
thoroughbred horses will form a 
branch of the farm's activities.
